This is in response to the decision on Petition to Withdraw from Record mailed February

They were given ample 

notice and time to transfer the application to new counsel, and it was only after not receiving any 

responses to our requests that petitioner chose to file a Request to Withdraw without instiiictions 

where to send the file. Moreover, the final deadline to respond to the pending Office Action, with 

payment of the appropriate fees, is April 12, 2008, which allows applicant sufficient time (>30 

days) to find substitute counsel. Petitioner therefore respectfully requests grant of this Request 

and change of correspondence address.
